PROGRESS TOWARD PEKIN. 


Marched Thirty-five Miles—Japanese 


Lose Thirty Men—Many Martyrs 
—Lively Fighting Ahead. 


London, Aug. 5.—According to & 
special dispatch from Shanghai, dated 
Avgast 3, the advancing column of the 
allies was reported yesterday to have 
reached a point 35 miles beyond Tien 
Tein. Nothing from any other point 
corroborates this statement. In fact 
the Standard goes sq far as to say that 
it fears the rea) advance apart from 
preliminary measores, bas not yet be- 
gon. 

Tien Tsin dispatches dates July 30, 
tel] of an action which ia termed a ‘‘re- 
comnaiseance between the Japanese and 
Chinese,'' two miles beyond the Haika 
arsenal, in which the Japanese with- 
drew after suffering 30 casualties. 

The Tein Tsir correspondent of the 
Standard, ander date of July 27, de: 
clares that the Americans and Germans 
have been ordered to move forward 
without waiting for the British. 

Washington, Aug. 5.—Bad news 
came this morning from A‘‘imiral 
Remey in a report indicating that ser- 
ious resistance has developed to the 
progress of the Pekin relief column. 

‘Aug. 4. — Bareau of naviga- 
tion, Washington: ‘‘Chaffee reports 
that S00 Japanese, scouting toward 
Peitang.1 oat three men killed and 26 
wounded. The enemy were in trenches 
and in loop-holed houses. Remey.’’ 

The advice confirms the opinion of 
the experts here as to the fights already 
reported near Tien Tsin being nothing 
more than the result of reconnaisances. 
Still a scouting party 800 atrong is no 
considerable force and the fact that the 
Japanese suffered severely is regarded 
here as proof positive that the relief 
colamn will have some lively fighting 
ahead. 

A feeling akin to indignation was 
excited here by the press report from 
Tien Tsin of the apparent indifference 
of the commanders there to the critical 
state of the legationers at Pekin. 

Parie, Aug. 6.—The French consul 
general at Shanghai, M. Debezaure, iu 
a dispatch dated Thursday, August 2, 
stated that many missionaries of differ. 
ent oationalities have been massacred 
in the province of Shan Si. 

New. York, Aug. 4.—The Rev. D. R. 
L. Rhodes, of the Baptist Publication 
society, received word yesterday that 
all the Baptist missionaries of eastern 
centra] China were safe in Shanghai. 

London, Aug. 5.—It is said that a 
resident of Westonsuper Mare has re- 
ceived a telegram from a nephew in 
Pekin, dated Aug. 1, faying: ‘Sate 
in the British legation.’’

Imperial Troops Advancing to Opye-e | ti]i maintains his excited demeanor 


Pekin Relief Force—British 
and Americans Unite, 


London, Aug. 3.—No word comes. 
thie morning regarding the fortunes of 
the comparatively emall body of troops 
believed io be forcicg their way toward 
Pekin, 

According to the Daily Express, how- 
ever, cablegrams from Che Foo an- 
nounce that the Imperial troops ad- 
vancing to oppore the relief force have 
compietely wiped out a Christian town 
near Pekin, killing five foreign priests 
and 10,000 native Christians. 

Gen. Sir Alf.ed Gaselee, in command 
of British forces, «0 says this curres- 
pondent, was strongly opposed to an 
immediate advance, bat he was over- 
ruled by the other commanders and in- 
fluenced by Washington orders to Gen. 
Chaffee, to ‘‘prioceed without delay. ’’ 

From Shanghai, the Daily Express 
has received contirmation of the report- 
ed murder of fifty missionaries in the 
province of Shun Sli, with the addi- 
thonal information that eight English 
women were drogge’ out of the mis- 
sion building by » Chincse mob who 
beheaded them in the atreete of 
Chouchou. 

The Tein ‘isin correspondent of the 
Standard says: ‘‘A heart rending let-

When a desirable seat is about to be va- 
cated, all senators who are not satisfac- 
torily seated set their eyes upon it. 
Promptness is essential to success in this 
dignified and decorous secret scramble 
for a good seat, but there is something 
Uligenerous in assuming too soon that a 
seat will be vacated. 

It requires delicate discrimination to 
observe the proprieties in this matter. 
If a senator making a hard fight for re- 
election tinds that some one—he cannot 
know who—has filed on his seat, it oper- 
ates like a hoodoo. He is like a man 
marked for death, and the unknown 
prophet of evil is an object of resent- 
ment. When he is gone and the seat 
taken, he thus discovers who was first 
to anticipate his misfortune, but he can- 
not tell how far in advance of the va- 
caney the application for the seat was 
filed. That is a secret kept from every 
Usually a senator does not

One of the Mose Dificnit of Lan-

It Is well known that the Chinese 
language is one of the most difficult to 
niaster, and for us to attempt this task 
after we have finished our sehool years 
is excessively trying and ditticult.

TOWARDS THE CAPITAL ¢ 
HAS COMMENCED.

The British, American and Japanese 
Troops Moving on Pekin—First 
Kattle Expected at Pei Tang. 


London, Aug. 2.—The allies began 
the advance from Tien-Tsin this morn- 


ing announces an agency bulletin dated | 


at Shanghai, at 11.10 a.m. today. It 
js assumed that the American, the Brit- 
ish and the Japanese are taking part 
in the forward movement whether the 
other nationalities are or not. An ad- 
vance base will probably be established 
twenty or thirty miles nearer Pekin, 
and supplies will be assembled prepara- 
tory to a direct stroke at the capital. 
Of the 60,000 allies debarked at Pe 
Chili ports, English military observers 
consider that 30,000 are available for 
an advance beyond Tien-Tsin. The

There has been a cesstion of hostili- 
ties here (Pekin) since July 18, but for 
fear of treachery there has been no re- 
laxation of the vigilance. The Chi- 
nese coldiers continue to strengthen the 
barricades around the besieged area, 
and also the batteries on top of the Im- 
perial city wall, butin the meantime 
they have discontinued firing, probably 
because they are short of ammuniton.
